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i'lr.  Chairman,  iv.adam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Disley  for  the  yeai’  ended  December  3lst,  i960. 

I'he  Registrar-General’s  Estimate  of  population  at  mid-year  I960  was  3O5O, 
an  increase  of  20  compared  with  the  previous  year.  uere  37  live-births, 

3 more  than  in  1959  and  the  crude  birth  rate  is  12.2  per  thousand  population. 

Por  comparison  with  other  areas  this  crude  rate  can  be  adjusted  by  using  the 
Registrar-General’s  Coiv^rability  Pactor,  and  the  comparative  birth  rate  is 
14.4  per  thousand  population  as  against  17*1  for  the  whole  country.  There  were 
34  deaths  from  all  causes  at  all  ages  compared  v?ith  44  in  1959*  The  comparative 
death  rate  is  9*7  per  thousand  population  against  a rate  of  11*5  for  the  country 
as  a whole.  For  the  first  time  since  1952  the  number  of  births  exceeded  the 
number  of  deaths.  There  were  2 infant  deaths  and  2 still-births.  In  1959  there 
were  no  infant  deaths  and  2 still-births.  There  were  2 deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus,  the  same  as  in  1959  and  1958»  Deaths  from  coronary  disease 
increased  to  7 from  5 in  1959  and  4 in  195o» 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  and  it  ta  particularly  pleasing 
to  note  that  no  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified.  There  was  one  new  case 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  no  new  cases  of  the  non-pulmonary  form. 
There  was  no  death  from  either  form  of  the  disease. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Coimnittee  for  their  continued  support  and  confidence.  I should  also  like  to 
thank  the  Officers  of  the  Councilfor  their  valuable  help  so  readily  giyen  to  me 
at  all  times.

1,  Hater.  The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  "''ater 
Undertaking  and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to 
the  mains.  ii  few  fai^ms  and  isolated  houses  situated  on  high  ground  are 
supplied  by  natural  wells  and  springs,  a few  having  boreholes.  The 
situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physical  characteristics  of  the 

land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an  almost  impossible 
task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated,  filtered, 
and  chlorinated,  and  is  sub^}ect  to  fi-equent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  by  the  Stockport  Corporation,  and  has  proved  satisfatory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  The  main  road  and  lower  areas  of  the  district  are 
sup^..'lied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher  part  from  the  Goyt  Valley  supply. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered 
and  two  sewage  disposal  v^orks  are  owned  by  the  Council,  n-ost  houses  are 
connected  to  the  sewers  and  those  properties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated 
positions. 

Samples  of  effluent  from  both  disposal  works  taken  during  the  year 
by  the  Mersey  River  Board  were  found  to  be  generally  sati'ifactory* 

The  improvement  of  the  T'aterside  Sewage  Disposal  ’^^’orks,  which 
consisted  of  the  erection  of  a river  bank  retaining  wall,  renewal  of 
filter  media,  re-erection  of  a disused  percolating  filter  and  repairs  to 
two  other  filters,  provision  of  a new  distributor,  and  provision  of  a 
water  supply,  was  completed  during  1959  and  the  work  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily. 

At  the  request  of  the  Mersey  River  Board  negotiations  were  commenced 
during  the  year  with  New  Mills  Urban  District  Council  with  a view  to 
accepting  and  treating  sewage  from  New  Mills  at  the  ’"^aterside  Horks.  Some 
extension  of  the  works  will  be  necessary  if  this  sewage  is  accepted.

5.  Rivers  and  Streams.  The  River  Goyt  forrx,s  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  District, 
and  the  Bollinghurst  Brook  is  the  South  '''estorly  boundary.  The  effluents  from  the 
Vi^aterside  and  Coppice  Sewage  V^orks  discharge  respectively  into  these.

5.  Public  Cleansing.  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is  operated  by  the  Council  and 
has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  and  the  contents  of  pail  closets  have  been 
collected  each  fortnight.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  v^/eekly,  for  which  the  Council 
make  an  appropriate  charge. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s  Tj.p  in 
Greenshall  Lane.  After  discharge  the  refuse  is  raked  over  and  covered  by  a layer  of 
overburden  sand  and  the  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with  sand  and  dried  sewage 
sludge. 


6.  Rodent  Control.  A F odent  Operator  is  employed  on  five  half-days  in  each 
alternate  week.  Regular  inspections  and  treatments  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and 
refuse  tip  have  been  carried  out.

2*  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations^  i960. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  November  1st,  i960  and  require 
that  all  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  shall  be  sterilised  before  leaving 
the  slaughterhouse.  If  there  are  no  facilities  for  sterilising  available 
provision  shall  be  made  for  the  meat  to  be  removed  by  arrangement  with  an 
authorised  officer  of  a Local  Authority  to  a place  where  it  will  be  sterilised 
or  destroyed.  Satisfactory  arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  dealing  with 
unfit  meat  from  the  slaughterhouse  within  the  Rural  District. 

3.  Slaughterhouses  Act,  195 

Section  3(1)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958>  required  Local 
Authorities  to  review  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their 
district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities.  A report  was  prepared  and  after 
consultation  vvith  J.nterested  parties  v/as  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  report  stated  that  there  is  one 
existing  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is  expected  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  that 
this  slaughterhouse  v/ould  provide  adequate  facilities  for  present  and 
future  requirements  of  the  district  as  far  as  can  be  foreseen.  The 
recoinmended  date  for  the  operation  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 

Regulations  is  July  1st,  I96I.  This  Report  has  been  approved  by  the 
Minister. 

Food  Inspection.  All  food  shops  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  advice 
has  been  given  where  necessary  on  the  handling  of  food  and  maintenance  of 
premises.  No  foodstuffs  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.
